Attribution, date, condition and other 
descriptions are the opinion of the cataloguer, and no warranty is expressed 
or implied. Please note that an auction sale is not an approval sale. Lots 
examined prior to the sale and lots purchased by floor bidders (including bid- 
ders executing commission bids on behalf of other parties) may not be returned 
for any reason except lack of authenticity. All claims of misdescription and all 
claims of return, except claims regarding authenticity, must be made within 5 
days of receipt of material. Any claim of lack of authenticity must be made 
in writing by the original purchaser immediately after discovery that an item 
is not authentic, and upon making such a claim the original purchaser must 
immediately return the lot to CNG in the same condition as at the time of the 
auction.

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GREEK COINAGE 


Punic Spain 


In 241 BC, the Carthaginians, under Hamilcar Barca, were defeated in a naval battle off Lilybaeum, effectively ending the First Punic War. 
The peace terms Barca negotiated with Rome allowed him to withdraw his troops to Africa on the agreement that Carthage abandon all claims 
to Sardinia and Sicily, refrain from sailing her warships in Italian waters, and pay an indemnity of 3,200 talents. In response, the Carthaginian 
oligarchy redirected its expansionist policies toward Africa and Spain, and reappointed Hamilcar as commander of Carthaginian forces. In 
237 BC, after putting down the revolts of Spendius and Matho in northern Africa, he was sent to Spain with his young son, Hannibal. Based 
at Gades, he conquered southern and eastern Spain, advanced the frontier to Cape Nao, and built a fortress at Acra Leuce (Alicante). The 
Carthaginians spent the next twenty years solidifying their rule in Iberia, during which time, in 228 BC, Hamilcar fell while battling the 
defenders of Helice (Elche). The leadership then passed to Hasdrubal the Fair, who was married to Hamilcar’s second daughter. Unlike his 
father-in-law, Hasdrubal preferred to consolidate the areas that had been conquered rather than continue an expansionist policy. This led him 
to conclude a treaty with Rome that established the boundary of the two powers at the Ebro River (Livy XXI, 14). Hasdrubal proved far 
more diplomatic than Hamilcar, pursuing negotiated settlements with native populations, rather than subjugating them. Unfortunately, he was 
assassinated in 221 BC, whereupon power shifted to his brother-in-law, Hannibal. Hannibal, more in line with his father, returned to a policy of 
conquest, which led to war with Rome. In an attempt to check the rising power of Carthage in Spain, Rome made an alliance with Saguntum, a 
city on Rome’s side of the Ebro River. Within the city there were factions supporting a pro-Carthaginian policy, while another favored Rome, 
and tensions between the two led to a massacre of the Carthaginian supporters in 218 BC. Outraged, Hannibal and the Carthaginians laid siege 
to the city, which fell after a few months time. Effectively breaking the treaty forged by Hasdrubal the Fair, this act precipitated the Second 
Punic War. While most popular histories concentrate on the actions of Hannibal in Italy, there were continuous Roman campaigns against the 
Carthaginians in Iberia, most famously those led by Scipio Africanus. By 209 BC, the Romans had captured the Carthaginian capital and most 
of Iberia east of Lusitania. While the war continued on, the Carthaginians had lost all of their access to mints in Iberia by this time. 


In the wake of her defeat in the First Punic War, the coinage of Carthage had been greatly changed, with its extensive gold and electrum series 
mostly replaced by debased silver and bronze. In contrast, the Carthaginians in Iberia enjoyed access to the rich gold and silver mines on the 
peninsula, which allowed the Barcids to develop a coinage that served their military and political needs. The obverse and reverse types chosen 
for this coinage were purely Carthaginian in character, often featuring Tanit on the obverse and a horse, often with palm tree or uraeus, on 
the reverse. In addition to these traditional types, some new, albeit Punic, types were introduced: an elephant, sometimes with mahout, and a 
ship’s prow were placed on the reverse, while the god Melkart, laureate, sometimes bearded, and with club, was added to the obverse. Perhaps 
the most controversial new types, though, were those that featured a beardless male portrait, sometimes wearing a royal diadem. The initial 
tendency of numismatists was to view these portraits as being those of the Barcids, but the modern consensus is that the bareheaded portrait is 
almost certainly a rendition of a young Melkart. A comparison of three different varieties of Melkart in SNG BM Spain (nos. 97, 98, and 103) is 
demonstrative of their nearly identical features. The diademed portrait, though, is still an enigma, for, unlike depictions of Melkart, these have 
a distinct aspect of realism to their features, and the diadem itself is difficult to reconcile with the traditional depictions of Carthaginian deities. 
Although there are numerous series of Punic coinage in Spain, their specific chronology is uncertain, typically being placed in the period circa 
237-209 BC. Likewise, the place of their minting is also unknown, although some, if not most, must be from the capital at Carthago Nova.

The silver coinage in the name of Seuthes is extremely rare. For the most comprehensive and most recent survey, see Peter, pp. 76-88. In 
her 1976 study of the Thracian coinage, Youroukova argued against the authenticity of this didrachm type, but reversed her condemnation in 
a later article: Y. Youroukova, “Le monnayage du souverain thrace Seuthés IT” in Kraay-Morkholm Essays, pp. 317-21. While most authors 
attribute this issue to Seuthes I, the evidence is far from conclusive. The find evidence for all the silver coins in Seuthes’ name is practically 
nonexistent, so stylistic and metrological data provide the only clues for dating, and these can only suggest a date of issue in the period of the 
mid-5th to mid-4th century BC (see Peter, p. 78).

The kerykeion is a common symbol on Lysimachos’ issues at Amphipolis, but elements of this coin are not consistent with the products of 
that mint. For one, the portrait style, particularly the short hair on the neck, is not found on any of the published issues from Amphipolis, and 
is more consistent with the coins one of Lysimachos’ mints in western Asia Minor, such as Ephesos (cf. Meydancikkale 2659) or Alexandreia 
Troas (cf. Thompson pl.

The Gallic chieftain Kavaros was the sole Gallic king of Thrace to strike coinage. Kabyle was his capital, and the presence of its badge, Artemis 
Phosphoros, on his coins confirms that they were minted there. Price also noted that the obverse die used for all Kavaros’ coins were used 
to strike tetradrachms in the name of Alexander at Kabyle (Price 882). Draganov notes 12 examples of these coins in the name of Kavaros, 
which were struck from one obverse and nine reverse dies. In addition to the present coin, CNG has offered two other examples not noted by 
Draganov: Triton XI, lot 863, and Triton VII, lot 181 (= Rauch 88, lot 63 = Lanz 112, lot 110 = Gorny & Mosch 114, lot 57). Only four others 
has appeared on the market in the last decade: (1) Gorny & Mosch 180, lot 84 = Gorny & Mosch 176, lot 1154 = Gorny & Mosch 169, lot 64; 
(2) Gorny & Mosch 181, lot 1262 = Gorny & Mosch 170, lot 1215; (3) Lanz 141, lot 102; and (4) Peus 371, lot 99. Kavaros was killed during 
a Thracian revolt against the Gauls circa 218 BC.

Based on the style of the coins, Raymond argues that this dynast was not of the Bisalta1 (Raymond p. 115, n. 4), but rather an independent 


Most references retain the Bisaltai 
attribution, though, and placement among the Paeonian kings (ANS) is even more conjectural.

This is the second of these coins to ever appear for sale. In his list, Kovacs noted the attribution to the city of Melta in Thrace was suggested by 
Martin Price. This attribution, however, cannot be possible, as that city was not populated until Roman times, and the appearance of a fish as 
a principal type is very unlikely for a city deep inland, regardless of its location along the upper reaches of the Asamus (Osam) River. Topalov 
reviewed a quantity of these coins that were discovered in Bulgaria in the 1990s, and determined that they were the product of an otherwise 
unknown Thracian chieftain named Melsas. Interestingly, Melsas is also the name of the founder of the Thracian city of Mesembria.

In the quarter staters of Philip II type from Pella, obverse die 44 belongs to Le Rider Pella Group II fractions, which is generally dated to the 
period circa 340/36-328 BC. After Group II was issued, it has been accepted that there was a break in striking of Philip I coinage until the 
accession of Philip III in 323 BC, at which time the Group III fractions were struck. The present coin is the first known instance of a Group 
III coin (with Bee and A control marks) struck with a die used in Group II. This discovery throws into question the dating of the respective 
groups, unless the mint stored the die for 5 years, an event that, in this particular case, seems unlikely. It is more likely that the massive Group 
II coinage was not discontinued in 328 BC, but continued to be struck, perhaps sporadically, down to 323 BC (see Le Rider, Monnayage p. 72).

This coin adds a new issue to the known corpus of the early coinage of Pantikapaion. Stylistically, it appears to belong to Frolova’s Type XIV, 
where the reverse no longer has the ethnic on small tablets, but within quarters defined by a central star. It certainly precedes the following 
type, where the reverse types feature a ram’s head with the ethnic in a subsidiary position. Type XIV is only known from diobols and smaller 
fractions, and as the star is absent here, it is possible that this coin succeeds that type, but before the new reverses are instituted. What is 
perhaps most interesting about this piece is the weight at which it is struck, which must make its denomination an octobol, as the diobols, which 
predominate the coinage in this period, weigh approximately 1.40-1.50 grams.

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The Stephanophoroi of Kyme and Myrina 


With the collapse of Seleukid authority in Asia Minor in 189 BC, many communities of northwestern Asia Minor celebrated their liberation 
from regal authority by issuing series of large and impressive tetradrachms. All of these coins were struck on the reduced Attic standard, and 
were struck on broad, thin flans that were influenced by the Athenian New Style coinage. These series also copied a feature on their reverses, a 
large laurel wreath that formed the border encompassing the entire reverse type. We know from the Delos inventory lists that these coins were 
referred to as stephanophoroi, attesting to the ubiquity of these series. The types appearing on the coins clearly indicated their civic nature, 
depicting the city’s patron deity on the obverse and various aspects of the city’s culture on the reverse. 


At Kyme, the obverse type is a wreathed female head, thought to represent the Amazon Kyme. Although this identification is not certain, Sacks 
notes that the lack of jewelry and subsidiary attributes, as well as the simple hair band she wears, suggests the portrait is not of a goddess. The 
reverse of the coins features a horse standing right and a one-handled cup under its raised foreleg, while the city ethnic is on the right and a 
magistrate’s name is present in the exergue. Both the horse and cup are common types on many of the city’s issues from its earliest coinage, but 
their specific relation to Kyme is unknown. At Myrina, the obverse features the laureate head of Apollo, who also is the primary feature of the 
reverse, where he stands in full figure facing right, holding a branch, two fillets, and a phiale. At Apollo’s feet are an amphora, the traditional 
emblem of the city, and and ompholos, while the city ethnic runs downward behind him. The appearance of Apollo on the coinage reflects 
his importance to the city, which was primarily known for its proximity to the temple of Apollo at Gryneion (Pliny, HN 22), a place that was 
under the influence of Myrina for most of the Hellenistic period. The stephanophoroi at Myrina differed from the issues of most other cities in 
that rather than featuring magistrates’ names on the reverse, the coins have various complex monograms. Whether these monograms indicate 
magistrates’ names has yet to be determined. 


Regardless of the particular city of issue, the stephanophoric coinage is regarded among the more artistic of the Hellenistic period. This is 
no surprise as nearly all of the issuing cities were located in western Asia Minor, an area whose numismatic artistry is well attested in the 
preceding Classical period. While the stephanophoroi represent a benchmark in coin design, the reason for their introduction is not certain, 
and there is little consensus among numismatists. On one extreme, C. Boehringer argued that their appearance and consistency represented 
an “Aegean Miinzunion” (Boehringer, Chron., pp. 38-9), while at the other O. Mgrkholm argued that the wreaths were not indicative of any 
political or economic significance, but merely the result of a design that gained popularity throughout the northern Aegean (“Chronology and 
Meaning of the Wreath Coinages of the early 2nd. Cent. B.C.,” QT 9 [1980], pp. 145-54).

The cataloguer of the Leu sale attributed this issue to an uncertain mint in Ionia, noting the striking similarity of the style of the obverse to the 
archaic issues of Klazomenai that feature a winged boar forepart. At the same time, he noted that it was also similar in style to various winged 
boar foreparts on contemporary issues at Mytilene. While this cataloguer agrees with these comparisons, the weight of this example and its 
diagonally divided incuse are more consistent with issues of Lesbos than Ionia. The bull is also a common type used on issues at Mytilene, 
but relatively rare among issues in Ionia. Finally, in addition to using winged boars on its coinage, Mytilene also used winged lions, so the 
appearance of a winged bull would not be surprising (especially as all three of these motifs are common in eastern/Persian art). In sum, while 
the attribution to Mytilene is still conjectural, the preponderance of the evidence weighs greater in its favor than to a mint in Ionia.

Alexander the Great defeated a Persian force at the river Granicus in the first important battle after his invasion of Asia in 334 BC. Spithridates, 
the satrap of Lydia and Ionia, was one of the Persian commanders. Arrian (Loeb translation, I.14-15) describes Spithridates’ role in the battle: 
“For some time the two forces, on the river’s brink, dreading to precipitate the event, remained at ease, and in deep silence. The Persians 
awaited the Macedonians, to fall on them emerging from the river, so soon as they should attempt the crossing; but Alexander flung himself on 
to his horse, and... he himself leading the right wing -- bugles sounding, and the battle cry going up to the God of Battles -- boldly takes to the 
stream... The First of the Macedonians came into conflict with the Persians and were cut down, after prodigies of valor, all to a man, save those 
who fell back on Alexander as he approached... He charged the Persians, himself the first to attack, just where the press of cavalry and where 
the Persian commanders were posted. A fierce fight raged about him... Alexander seeing Mithridates, son-in-law of Dareius..., charges forth 
in advance of his men, thrusts his lance into Mithridates’ face and hurls him to the ground. But Rhoesaces rode at Alexander, and smote him 
on the head with his cleaver; he sheared off part of the helmet, but still the helmet parried the blow. Alexander hurled him also to the ground, 
piercing with his lance through the cuirass into his breast. Spithridates had already raised his scimitar to cut down Alexander, but Cleitus, son 
of Dropides, smartly slipping in, drove Spithridates’ shoulder and shore it off, scimitar and all; and now those of the cavalry who had made 
good their way on the river bank kept coming up and joining the little band around Alexander.” Thus Spithridates met his end, having come 
within an ace of killing Alexander and changing the course of history.

The portraits on coins in the later Lycian series are among the finest of the Classical period. Among the earliest to attempt depictions of 
their rulers on coinage, the Lycians’ first portraits in the later 5th century BC were innovative, but static, idealized forms lacking individual 
characterization. Over the next half-century, however, the style progressed significantly toward realism, culminating in the issues of the dynasts 
Mithrapata and Perikles in the early-mid 4th century BC. The coins of Mithrapata came first, depicting on their reverse the profile portrait 
of a man with distinctive elderly features. Through the relative chronology established in L. Mildenberg’s die study, one can even see the 
portrait become more aged as time progressed, reflecting the realism that had been captured in these issues. The coins of Perikles, Mithrapata’s 
successor, continue this trend, but also have two innovations that set them at the pinnacle of classical portraiture. First, the portrait is moved 
to the obverse of the coin, emphasizing the importance of the individual. Second, and most prominently, the portrait is not in the traditional 
profile, but in a dramatic facing state. Obviously influenced by Kimon’s facing Arethusa-head coinage at Syracuse, these depict Perikles 
looking out from the surface of the coin with a serene countenance and his hair flowing around him as if blown by the wind. This depiction 
captures the essence of the earlier idealized portraits, conveying to the viewer a sense that Perikles was more than a mere man, but retaining the 
realism in its individualized features. Interestingly, both Mithrapata and Perikles are depicted without any sort of satrapal headgear, which was 
always included in earlier Lycian portraits, perhaps indicating that they had declared their independence from the Persian king. Unfortunately, 
these astonishing developments in portraiture came to an abrupt end in Lycia when Maussollos of Caria invaded the region circa 360 BC.

This interesting series of Balakros has been traditionally assigned to various Cilician mints based on the appearance of the letter below the 
throne. More recent research, as yet unpublished, suggests that all of these coins were actually struck at a central mint, most likely Tarsos. 
Close similarity of style of many coins assigned to different mints strongly supports this hypothesis (see, e.g., SNG France 197 and 410). The 
present coin provides even more compelling evidence for this conclusion, as the 2 below the throne is clearly engraved over an M (SNG France 
197 is the same die, but the M has deteriorated in the die to the point of not being clear). Of course, an argument could be made that a die was 
transferred from Mallos, but it seems unlikely for such a prolific mint as Soloi.

This fraction is from the earliest coinage at Byblos, which features a sphinx on the obverse and falcon on the reverse. This coinage actually 
comprises two series, the first with the sphinx showing a single wing, and the second with both wings spread above its body. All of the coins of 
these series are extremely rare. Interestingly, Betlyon illustrates an example from the first series in his plates, but the corresponding description 
in his catalog is of a completely different, later type (see lot 502, below). In fact, the sphinx/falcon coinage was not even recognized at the 
time his book was written.

While ‘barbarous’ issues of Alexander type are quite abundant in numerous regions, from eastern Europe to the East, the style of this piece is 
more aligned with those struck far to the east, beyond Arabia and Mesopotamia. Of the many published pieces, this coin appears most similar 
to the barbarous Alexanders in the recent East Arachosia (Quetta) Hoard (CH X, 275 and pp. 105-14).

Apart from those issues of Heraios (or a unique imitative Eukratides obol with the reverse legend [AIAK]O KO OZOYAO [Cunningham, 
NC 1889, p. 308 and pl. I, 9), other Kushan rulers almost never struck silver coinage in their own names. This drachm is one of four known 
examples with the Nike standing left. 


From the visible portions of the Kharosthi legend on the reverse of this coin, the cataloger has reconstructed what should be the correct full 
obverse and reverse legends for this coin. On this drachm “maharajasa” and “Khoshanasa” are clearly legible. Although it is impossible to 
read fully that part of the legend which falls between these two words, apart from the final “sa” is clear. Based on what is legible on other 
examples of this denomination, the missing word must be “rajatirajasa”, which thus makes the obverse and reverse legend translate to (Coin) 
of the Kushan king of kings (name of ruler omitted). Senior, reconstructing a “full” Kharosthi legend from the three illustrated specimens in his 
catalog (all from the Taxila Museum), read the king’s name as “Kuyula.” Mukherjee (p. 40), based on his reading of the same coins (as well as 
a fourth example not noted by Senior) reconstructed the king’s name as “V’ima” (see especially Mukherjee 48 where he reads the decipherable 
portion of the obverse legend as [MEI']AOC OH[MO)]). Since our coin shows that the name of the king was not intended to be included in 
the legends, it must remain a mystery why the name was omitted. The bust on all the extant specimens of this issue is stylistically identical in 
type — diademed and crowned in the style of the gold issues of Vima Kadphises — as well as the reverse control mark — the Kharosthi “bhu” to 
the right of Nike — show that these drachms were of a single issue of short duration. These drachms’ recorded weights (at 1.96 g [Mukherjee 
51] and 1.88 g [Mukherjee 49 & 50]) meant that they were struck for circulation into the Indian subcontinent.

Once recovered, and distressed by his actions, 
Hercules consulted the Delphic Oracle to find a means of expiating his sin. As a punishment, Apollo replied that the hero would have to 
serve his cousin Eurystheus, the king of Tiryns, a man whom Hercules despised, for a period of twelve years. Because Eurystheus also hated 
Hercules, he devised a series of ten feats of such difficulty that they would be either insurmountable, or Hercules would die in the attempt. 
Because Hercules received assistance in completing two of the tasks, Eurystheus added two more. Each Labor became more fantastic, and 
eventually Hercules was compelled to break the bonds of the supernatural in order to complete his task. Once he accomplished the Labors, 
Hercules was absolved of his guilt, and proceded to perform many other heroic feats. 


Angered to find that Hercules had successfully completed the previous two Labors, Eurystheus ordered him to capture the Ceryneian Hind, a 
creature sacred to Artemis that was renowned for its incredible speed. The king hoped that Hercules, by capturing this animal, would incur the 
wrath of that goddess. Since it could elude even the swiftest arrow, Hercules devised a cunning plan. He chased it across the earth for a whole 
year, and when it stopped to drink, Hercules rendered it lame by shooting it with one of his few unpoisoned arrows. Another version of the 
story relates that he captured the animal when it was unable to run any farther. As he was returning to Mycenae, Hercules encountered Artemis 
and Apollo. He begged the goddess for forgiveness, explaining that he had to catch it as part of his punishment, but he promised to return it. 
Artemis forgave him, foiling Eurystheus’ plan. However, Eurystheus was not to be undone. Wishing to include the Hind in his menagerie, he 
ordered Hercules to release it to him. Since he had promised Artemis to return the Hind to her, Hercules devised a strategm: he agreed to hand 
the Hind over on the condition that Eurystheus himself came out and took it from him. The King came out, but the moment Hercules let the 
Hind go, it sprinted away. Hercules answered that Eurystheus had not been quick enough.

In order to complete this most difficult task, Hercules was 
initiated in the Eleusinian Mysteries so that he could learn how to enter and exit the underworld alive, as well as absolve himself of his past 
crime of killing the Centaurs in his fourth Labor. Finding the entrance to the underworld, he again enlisted the assistance of Athena, while 
Hermes, the conveyor of souls, guided him along. While there, Hercules was able to free Theseus, who had been imprisoned by Hades for 
attempting to kidnap Persephone, but could not do the same for Theseus’ accomplice, Pirithous. Hercules sought the permission of Hades and 
Persephone to take Cerberus. The gods assented on condition that Hercules did not harm the creature in any way. Wrestling Cerberus into 
submission, he brought it to the upper world through an entrance in the Peloponnese. When he returned with Cerberus to the palace, Eurystheus 
was so afraid of the fearsome beast that he jumped into a large storage jar to hide. With this, Hercules’ punishment was complete, and he was 
now freed of his guilt.

The reverse on this coin proclaims the mineral and agricultural wealth of Pautalia. Now known as Kyustendil and located in the Oblast

Each eros represents one of those sources of wealth and is duly named so as to leave no doubt: that representing silver comes out of the rocks 
from which the actual silver must be mined; that representing gold is seated close to the urn, since gold (and electrum) was collected from 
the Strymon river as it flowed through the mountains; and those representing grapes and grain reflect the abundant produce resulting from the 
fertile soil around the city. It is a fascinating attempt to reduce a wealth of information into a limited space.

The coins of the Koinon of Macedon, featuring the head of Alexander the Great on the obverse, comprise one of the largest issues of pseudo- 
autonomous coinage for that area. Gaebler, in his introduction to the section on the pseudo-autonomous coinage (AMNG III, p. 14 and 
Miinzkunde IV [for a more detailed study of his findings]), assigned these coins to a period in the mid-third century with their issue commencing 
under Elagabulus and ending under Philip I (AD 218-249). Gaebler’s conclusions were based on the apparent die links between some of these 
pseudo-autonomous coins and those bearing imperial portraits; the very few pseudo-autonomous coins in the series which actually do have 
a date on them (all 275), he read as AD 244/5, based on a similarly dated issue bearing the portrait of Philip I (Miinzkunde IV, p. 311). The 
remaining coins can only be arranged according to the absence or presence of the Koinon’s status as neokoros, listed along with the ethnic on 
the reverse. 


Based on the coinage, the Koinon of Macedon, with its central administrative site at Beroea, held two neokoroi during this period. Each 
neokoros was a grant of a right to possess special imperial status (with all of the benefits it possessed), including the construction and 
maintenance of a temple dedicated to the emperor (or emperors) who bestowed it. That it was highly regarded is evidenced by the frequency 
with which it was recorded on the issues of various provincial cities. It proclaimed a unique and highly personal bond between the recipient 
city and the emperor, and could be withdrawn at the imperial discretion. 


The Koinon of Macedon appears to have had such a loss (see B. Burrell, Neokoroi: Greek Cities and Roman Emperors {Leiden: 2004], pp. 
194-5). Coins of Elagabalus for Macedon show that the Koinon received a second neokoros under that emperor, a status that continued into 
the reign of Severus Alexander (AMNG III 300-3 [Elagabalus]; 304-7 [Severus Alexander]). By AD 231 (cf. Burrell, p. 194 and notes 23-24), 
Severus Alexander withdrew the Koinon’s status altogether (AMNG III 322-40), but probably in response to preparations for the impending 
war against the Sasanians, granted a new neokoros (AMNG III 308-14). In AD 239, Gordian III, probably again in response to a second war 
against the Sasanians, bestowed a second neokoros on the Koinon (AMNG III 315-20). The coins of Severus Alexander are all of a military 
theme, showing either Athena, or the emperor in military pose. Apart from a reverse showing a lion, the coins of Gordian III are games-related. 
Those pseudo-autonomous coins, such as ours, with such clear references to Alexander’ military prowess, should be assigned to Severus 
Alexander. 


Even after Macedon became a part of the Roman Empire, Alexander the Great continued to be a great inspirational icon. Not only was 
Alexander still seen in Macedonia as its greatest hero, but his conquest of Achaemenid Persia prefifured the Greco-Roman wars with the 
Parthians and Sasanians. With Persia reasserting itself under the Sasanians, and war between the two powers quickly coming to a head, Severus 
Alexander must have seemed a second Alexander. Although he had adopted the name Alexander many years before, beginning in AD 231, his 
imperial coinage carried the obverse legend IMP ALEXANDER PIVS AVG along with the martial imagery that suddenly began to appear. As 
he made his way eastward to retrace Alexander’s steps and fight the Sasanians, Severus Alexander must have stopped in his hero’s homeland, 
to meet the local populace and capitalize on the influence of Alexander the Great for victory in war.

Apart from those later provincial portraits which can be securely attributed to Caracalla, his youthful provincial portraits can sometimes 
erroneously be attributed to his successor Elagabalus. This confusion is due to the fact that Elagabalus, like Caracalla, was a teenager while 
Augustus, and Elagabalus sought to link himself directly to the Severan dynasty as well as Caracalla, who was rumored to be his biological 
father. Born Varius Avitus Bassianus, Elagabalus changed his name to Marcus Aurelius Antoninus — also the name of Caracalla — when he 
ascended the throne at 14 in AD 218. Later, and like Caracalla before him, Elagabalus adopted the surname Pius. Elagabalus, however, only 
reigned a short time, being assassinated in early AD 218 at the age of 18. Apart from the incorporation of the “horn” into the portrait which 
occurs only for Elagabalus, certain significant stylistic consistencies in the portraits of Caracalla and Elagabalus appear in the imperial coinage. 
The youthful portrait of Caracalla possesses a well-proportioned head set on a long neck, while that of Elagabalus shows a large head on a 
shorter neck. Similar stylistic consistencies appear in the issues of the major provincial mints. Bithynia was an important crossroads, both 
for trade and military deployment, and occasionally some of the area’s cities and towns would have received official visits from Caracalla at 
different times in his career as he passed through to the East, or was returning to Rome. The head is well-proportioned and set on a long neck - 
the portrait is of Caracalla.

Theseus, son of Aegeus, the king of Athens, was known for a number of heroic feats on the model of Hercules. The most famous of these feats 
was his slaying of the Minotaur. Because the city was a tributary subject to Minos, the king of Crete, it was forced each year to send seven 
youths and seven maidens to the Cretan capital of Cnossus to feed the Minotaur, a half-man, half-bull who lived in the Labyrinth. To liberate 
Athens from this humiliating tribute, Theseus connived with his father to join the next shipment of youths. Once in Crete, he would slay the 
Minotaur, free his fellow victims, and return home. If successful, his returning ship would bear a white sail; if not, the sail would remain the 
black with which he left. With the help of Minos’ daughter, Ariadne, who had developed a passion for him, Theseus entered the Labyrinth and 
slew the Minotaur. On his return voyage, however, Theseus forgot to replace the black sail, and Aegeus, seeing this, hurled himself in despair 
into the sea which now is called Aegean.

For nine years in the Trojan War, the fortunes of both sides ebbed and flowed. During the tenth year, Achilles, upset over the loss of the woman 
Chryseis to Agamemnon, the commander of the Greeks, withdrew to his tent and refused to fight. The loss of the greatest of the Greek warriors 
allowed the Trojans under the command of Hector, the eldest son of Priam, to gain the upper hand. At that point, Patroclus then offered to put 
on Achilles’ armor in order to rouse the Greeks to fight. Thinking that Achilles had returned to battle, Hector dashed out on to the field of battle 
in his chariot (Hom. //. 16. 367-369): 


“Extooa 8 inmou // Expeoov axbmo0dEc ov tebyeot, Acie 5é AAOV // Tomixdv, ods Géxovtas OQUxTH TAMEOS ~oUxE. (“But the swift- 
footed horses did carry forth Hektor with his equipage, and he left behind the Trojan host, whom unwilling the excavated trench held back.’’) 


Hector killed the clearly ill-matched Patroclus, and, in order to avenge his friend, Achilles returned to the field to slay Hector.

According to Leschhorn (Lexicon der Aufschriften auf griechischen Miinzen, Band II, p. 595), this medallion is the only evidence for this 
magistrate’s name. 


Unlike Marcus Aurelius, whose reign was overshadowed by almost continuous war with the Parthians and the Marcomanni, the reign 
of Commodus was militarily relatively peaceful. The borders of Dacia remained an area of instability, however, due to the war with the 
Marcomanni and the settlement of Germanic refugees there. Not only did this create problems for stabilizing the Roman frontier there, 
but it also put pressure on the the provinces in the region and threatened to disrupt trade between the Black Sea and the Aegean. Shortly 
after succeeding his father in AD 180, and intermittently for the next five years, Commodus waged war in Dacia. In AD 185, a revolt again 
there erupted and resulted in the establishment of a “no-man’s-land” along Dacia’s northern border in the hope that this arrangement would 
discourage the Germans, a “victory” for securing a period of regional peace (Dio Cass. 73). 


Asinius Gallus, Proconsul of Asia — Friend of Augustus and Enemy of Tiberius

Belonging to an issue that consisted of a second larger denomination in the name of Augustus, this coin is part of a wider phenomenon where 
a small group of contemporary governors in the emperor’s inner circle were honored with the right to strike coins carrying their portraits. 
Highly interesting is the obverse legend referring to Gallus as ayv6c (= pure, holy). Grant (FITA p. 388) comments that the title “lends him 
a measure of the superhumanity of the XeSaotdc himself, and so gives his position a religious flavour, with which imperial portraiture is 
likewise endowed.” 


The presence of this title perhaps also serves as a testament to Gallus’ political bravado. While he styled himself diioc of Augustus (see, e.g., 
Dittenberger, S7G I, p. 780), his relationship with Tiberius was tumultuous to say the least. In 11 BC he married Vipsania Agrippina, the former 
wife of Tiberius, whom the future emperor had to reluctantly divorce a year earlier in order to marry the adulterous Julia. Tiberius’ distress over 
the divorce is well-attested in the ancient sources and, after an embarrassing encounter with his ex-wife Vipsania after which Tiberius trailed 
her sobbing, Augustus arranged that they not meet again (Suetonius Jib. 7.3). While Tacitus mentions this marriage was an underlying factor 
behind Tiberius’ hostility to Gallus (see, for example, Ann. I.12), Gallus’ habit of publicly challenging Tiberius before the Senate did nothing to 
help the situation, his bold actions and ambitious nature only arousing the suspicions of the emperor. His ultimate downfall, however, appears 
to stem from his later relationship with Agrippina Senior, whose political maneuverings in the AD 20s were a growing source of concern 
for Tiberius. The exact nature of their relationship is unclear, but Agrippina’s request of the emperor for permission to remarry, along with 
Tiberius’ later claims that Agrippina and Gallus had an affair and that she eventually died of grief over Gallus’ own death, point to them aiming 
to form a marital as well as political union. The idea of his old personal and political bane marrying Agrippina, around whom seemed to be 
growing a more and more dangerous anti-establishment party, appears to have been too much for Tiberius. The emperor had Gallus placed 
under house arrest in AD 30 and he died of starvation three years later while awaiting trial (Tacitus, Ann. VI.23). To add insult to death, his 
character was further discredited by damnatio memoriae.

Owing to the poor preservation of the known specimens, it is nearly impossible to reconstruct the full name of this magistrate. 


What the reverse may signify is a matter of speculation. In the British Museum, a second medallion for Marcus Aurelius (BMC 2) shows the 
emperor in the presence of Demeter and Dionysus. Dionysus was particularly important on Lesbos, where a number of mysteries associated 
with him took place (for a further discussion of the importance of Dionysus to Lesbos, see published dissertation of E.L. Shields, The Cults of 
Lesbos (Menasha, WI, 1917), pp. 65-7 and note [referencing the Mionnet medallion]). Given Marcus Aurelius’ intellectual proclivities, it is 
quite possible that he made a brief sojourn to the island to participate in the local mysteries there as a respite from the wars he was compelled 
to fight. 


The images of Athena and Dionysus first appear on the earliest electrum issues of Mytilene. The terminus or xoanon of Dionysus on the prow 
has also long been associated with the coinage of Mytilene, appearing on its bronze issues. According to Pausanias (10.19.3), an unusual 
olive-wood “head of unusual features” was caught up in the nets of some Methymnian fishermen off the coast of Lesbos. Although they threw 
the head back into the sea, they nevertheless picked it up in their nets again and again. Finally, the Methymnians travelled to Delphi to ask the 
Pythia for assistance on what they should do. She responded, “worship Dionysos Phallen.” Subsequently, a cult was established on Lesbos, 
including a festival in which the object was processed through the streets of Mytilene. Likewise, the city of Krounoi in Moesia was renamed 
Dionysopolis in Moesia when a similarly unusually-shaped piece of wood was recovered from the sea near there.

The reverse of this coin recalls the second major conflict of Zeus’ rise to power. After he had defeated the Titans in the Titantomachy and 
apportioned their former relatives to his fellow Olympians, he was compelled to resolve a conflict with the Giants, offspring of Gaia and 
Cronus. Known as the Gigantomachy, these chthonic half-man, half-serpent creatures attempted to wrestle power from the Olympians by 
casting them out of Olympus. To accomplish this, the Giants attempted to reach Olympus by heaping up one mountain range on top of the 
other. From above, Zeus and the other Olympians defended themselves by hurling their weapons. In the end, however, it was the assistance of 
Hercules, that won the day. With the final defeat of the Giants, the rule of Zeus was no longer challenged.

Their militant dancing, accompanied by the clashing of swords on shields, drowned out the cries of the infant. The Curetes’ dance was later 
re-enacted by young men at Greek festivals and games.

This coin was part of the collection donated to the museum in 1935 by the renowned archaeologist, Hetty Goldman (1881-1972). The 
first woman to direct an officially sanctioned archeological excavation, Hetty Goldman was a graduate of Bryn Mawr College, Columbia 
University, and Radcliffe College, from where she received her PhD in 1916. Beginning in 1911, she excavated a number of sites in Greece 
and Turkey, including Halae, Colophon, Eutresis, and Tarsus.

Although the main Pythian Games were held at Apollo’s sanctuary at Delphi, many other cities throughout the eastern portion of the Roman 
Empire periodicially held smaller versions of this event. Like the Delphic original, these smaller versions included a number of athletic 
contests, as well as music and poetry competitions. Often such events were associated with other deities, based on the important civic cults 
of each city. At Heliopolis (mod. Baalbek), the site of a massive temple complex dedicated to Jupiter-Zeus-Baal-Hadad, Venus-Aphrodite- 
Astarte, and Bacchus-Dionysus, these games were known as the Certamina Sacra Capitolia Oecumenica Iselastica Heliopolitana. Here, 
celebrations were held in honor of Jupiter-Zeus-Baal-Hadad, not only associating this god with his counterpart at Rome, but also the city with 
the Empire as a whole. Owing to the rarity of this issue, it is possible that these games were held in the presence of Valerian himself, who was 
certainly in the East at this time, preparing for his war against the Sasanians. Consequently, Heliopolis could feel especially honored at its 
presence for this for this important moment upon the imperial stage.

Alexandria saw an immense output of coinage during the eighth year of Antoninus Pius. The Zodiac drachms, mythological types, and a host 
of issues for the nomes appeared that year. One explanation for this activity centers on the celebration of the renewal of the Great Sothic cycle, 


the point when the star Sothis (Sirius) rises on the same point on the horizon as the sun. This cycle of 1461 years began again in AD 139, and 
apparently prompted a renewal in the ancient Egyptian religion, and its connections within the Greco-Roman Pantheon.

Rather than producing photographic plates for publication (a costly procedure) the illustrations of Dattari’s collection were produced by 
rubbing paper laid over the coin with a pencil. As many of Dattari’s coins were poorly preserved, the details are difficult to determine in the 
rubbings. Such is the case of Dattari 8720. It is the only example of this reverse type in his collection, with a bust type corresponding to that 
of our coin. The bust type is extremely rare and, apart from our coin, so far the K6In specimen is the only other known example. There are, 
however, enough tantalizing similarities to the Dattari coin to suggest that our coin may be the third example of this obverse die. The RY 
date of Dattari 8720 is unclear and it is not the same reverse die as our coin. Given that the obverse die seems to have been used only with 
reverses dated RY 24, it is a good possibility that Dattari 8720 is also RY 24, something that could be confirmed by comparing it with the 


coin in the British Museum.

The rapid decline in the weight standard of the Roman Republican bronze coinage, occasioned by Rome’s military catastrophes at the hands 
of the Carthaginian Hannibal in the early stages of the Second Punic War, was finally halted by the enactment of the sweeping currency reform 
of circa 211 BC. For the first time, asses were issued as struck coins in place of the cast aes grave pieces, thus completing the process which 
had begun about six years before with the introduction of struck fractional denominations. The obverse type of Janus, god of auspicious 
beginnings, had became standard on the as about 225 BC and at the same time the reverse type for all bronze denominations was standardized 
as the prow of a galley. The mark ‘CA’ probably indicates that it was struck at the Apulian city of Canusium.

Continuing the tradition of Claudius and Antoninus Pius before him, the celebration of the Secular Games at the end of every century since 
the founding of Rome culminated during the reign of Philip I, as the city celebrated her 1,000th anniversary in AD 248. The legends on these 
issues almost exclusively read SAECVLARES AVGG, and feature a similar iconography from previous games, such as the she-wolf suckling 
the twins, the various wild beasts paraded through the amphitheater, and a cippus inscribed for the preservation of the memory of these events.

This exceptional coin is from the last emission of Gallienus’ coinage at Rome, composed of diverse series of ‘animal’ types with legends 
appealing to the traditional Roman gods to help protect the emperor and his empire. While no coins with this special, lion skin obverse type 
are known for this emission, it had been used on rare occasions at the mints of Rome, Mediolanum (Milan), and Siscia. At Rome, during its 6th 
emission, dated circa AD 260/1-262, this type was used on five different issues of antoniniani (MIR 355cc, 361cc, 366cc, 368cc, and 394cc). 
The type was also used on an emission of five issues of medallions struck at Rome, circa AD 260/1-267 (MIR 752-8). At Mediolanum, the 
same type appeared on an issue of silver quinarii (MIR 1385f), during that mint’s 8th emission, circa AD 267/8. Finally, an issue of aureii from 
Siscia (MIR 1433g), during its 3rd emission, circa AD 266-267, also used this obverse type. 


On the known antoniniani with this type at Rome, the radiate crown is also present on the lion skin, while it does not appear on the present coin. 
That said, it appears that die used for the present coin may have been an ad-hoc creation. One may observe that there are traces of a radiate 
crown visible in some spots, particularly in at the back of Gallienus’ head, where the ties normally occur. At the same time, the face and letters 
exhibit a light amout of die wear, in that their details are not very sharp, while the elements of the lion skin, particularly the mane, are very 
sharp. This suggests that this coin was probably struck with a normal, radiate crown obverse die (typical for this series) that had been used for 
some time before the die was re-engraved with the lion skin. In this way, we can account for the remaining radiate crown elements, as well as 
the sharpness of the details in the lion mane in relation to the rest of the obverse. 


In any event, the use of this type was a very rare event in the coinage of Gallienus, and it’s meaning is not presently known. Perhaps the 


emperor wished to draw a parallel between himself and Alexander the Great, whose coinage bore a lion skin-clad Herakles on the obverse, as 
he strove to one day turn east to try to wrest his father, Valerian, from the contemporary Persian Empire of the Sasanians.

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Combatting Heresy in All Its Forms

There has been much speculation regarding this extremely rare issue, minted only at Constantinople during AD 327/8, since it is the 
only issue of Constantine I which appears to be so overtly Christian in its symbolism. The reverse shows for the first time the labarum (a 
specifically Christian symbol) firmly planted on the back of a wriggling serpent. Influenced by the ancient sources (the Panegyrici Latini and, 
in particular the Vita Constantini of Eusebius), J. Maurice, in his Numismatique Constantinienne (II, pp. 506-13), was the first to argue for 
such an unambiguous interpretation — the symbol of Christ piercing the dark powers of Satan — a view accepted by subsequent scholars and 
numismatists (P. Bruun, “The Christian signs on the coins of Constantine” in Studies in Constantinian Numismatics: Papers from 1954 to 1988 
[Rome: 1991], p.61). 


Constantine I was constantly adjusting his public image to meet the changing status of his political career. Such was the case with his new 
diademed portrait, adopted in AD 324 following his victory over Licinius I, which depicted Constantine I looking slightly upward, as if in the 
attitude of prayer. There, the emperor seemed to have been intentionally ambiguous, so that imperial images could be viewed by various groups 
within the empire in the context of their own hopes and aspirations (for a discussion of Constantine’s use of deliberately ambiguous language 
and imagery, see T.G. Elliot, “The Language of Constantine’s Propaganda,” TAPA 120 [1990], pp. 349-353 and H.A. Drake, Constantine and 
the Bishops: The Politics of Intolerance [Johns Hopkins, 2000], passim). Is that same ambiguity, however, at work here? Beginning with the 
sons of Constantine and their successors (excluding Julian II), the labarum would appear more regularly on imperial solidi of the mid-fourth 
century onwards and would be interpreted by Christians and pagans alike as an emblem of imperial power. Likewise, the serpent (or dragon), 
which first appeared as a non-beneficent symbol on the denarii of Julius Caesar (Crawford 443/1), came to represent enemies of the state, 
such as “barbarians”, “pagans”, and “heretics” (cf. Gnecchi 2 for the serpent as a representation of Germanic tribes on a bronze medallion of 
Constantine I). As with the labarum, the serpent thereafter became an integral part of Late Roman imperial iconography, particulary on the 
reverse of various aurei, where the emperor is depicted triumphally placing his foot on a serpent. In AD 327, however, the imagery presented 
on this coin may not have been so ambiguous and may have been directed specifically to those Christians living in and around the new capital. 


Following his defeat of Licinius I at Chrysopolis in AD 324, Constantine I worked to re-establish peace and stability within a restored empire. 
In AD 325, he successfully convened and oversaw an ecumenical council of Christian bishops in AD 325 at Nicaea, across the Propontis 
from Constantinople, to address trouble produced by the Arian controversy in the eastern portion of the empire, as well as a number of other 
important religious issues. The result of this council was the the creation of the Nicene Creed and the establishment (under imperial auspices) 
of a theologically orthodox Christianity. This success, however, was tempered the following year when, in AD 326, the imperial family 
underwent a crisis with Constantine’s execution of the heir-apparent, Crispus, and the empress Fausta, for their improper behavior. Now, a 
new dynastic arrangement needed to be implemented, and a period of contrition followed. Not only were the remaining three (Christian) sons 
elevated to receive the empire jointly, but also the emperor’s mother, Helena, went on a pilgrimage to the Holy Land, in part to expiate the 
sins of the imperial household, and during which journey she discovered a number of important holy relics, including the True Cross, which 
she brought back to Constantinople. Now, with religious controversies settled, the difficulties of the previous heir replaced by the three new 
co-heirs, and the bringing of holy relics to the new capital, Constantinople could be untainted by the faults of the old. In the context of these 
recent events, this coin, meant for local popular consumption, could reassure that Constantine I and his rule, inspired by divine intervention 
and represented by the labarum, would ensure orthodox stability against all imperial enemies, represented by the serpent.

The Enigmatic Carausius II

This coin is from one of the most controversial series in the later Roman coinage. Many articles have been written about the series, most 
recently, and comprehensively, in a chapter of Casey’s book on the reign of the first Carausius (and Allectus). All of these coins were 
discovered in Britain, and imitate the official FEL TEMP REPARATIO coinage, primarily the later series of the “Fallen Horseman” type. 
Although the legends vary, there are elements of consistency, such as the appearance of Constantius II’s name (or a form thereof) on the 
reverse, as well as the overall style of the issues. The attribution to a new Carausius rests on the fact that a few of these coins have the name (or 
a partial name) of Carausius on the obverse. While there is no historical evidence attesting to such a person at this time in Britain, the record 
during the mid-late 4th century is very incomplete, regardless of the unusual detail that Ammianus Marcellinus accords the province in his 
history. It is undoubted that Britain was in a period of upheaval following the fall of Magnentius, and that the Roman central authority had a 
tenuous grip on power there. It is thought that in the power vacuum that existed, one or more local commanders took control of the province 
and was responsible for this imitative coinage, and intended on placing the name of the legitimate emperor, Constantius II, on the reverse as 
a sign of fealty. The argument against this view is that these are simply local imitations, struck as an expediency due to the lack of official 
coinage in much of the western Empire. While Casey tends to side with the skeptics, he concludes that the question is not settled, especially 
considering the use of Carausius’ name, which obviously would not have been on any of the prototype coins, and would therefore be a very 
unusual feature if not intended for an actual person.

Important New Type — Valentinian III, Gaiseric, or Valentinian Caesar?

This new coin combines an obverse of Valentinian with a revere type known from the non-imperial coins attributed to Africa. In RIC X, Kent 
surmised that the Dominis Nostris coinage with camp gate were struck in Carthage during the reign of Valentinian (RIC X p. 233). This new 
coin confirms his dating, and also adds new evidence for the attribution of the Dominis Nostris coinage. Kent notes that of the many theories 
regarding he circumstances of that coinage, the most persuasive is the idea that it was struck by Count Boniface. Unfortunately, the dating of 
such an issue would have to be during the usurpation of Johannes (AD 423-425), but the absence of any of these coins in the Carthage II hoard 
suggested to Kent that such a date was too early. However, the presence of the name Valentinian on this coin may speak for such an attribution. 
If the coinage had been struck under Boniface, the obverse legend Dominis Nostris must refer to Theodosius II and his Caesars, Theodosius 
and Valentinian. Could the Valentinian of this coin be Valentinian Caesar? Probably not, but as the end of the legend is off the flan, we have 
no confirmation. In any event, Kent thought the Dominis Nostris coinage was struck under the Vandals, in the context of an accord between 
Gaiseric and Valentinian II]. Under these circumstances, it is questionable whether this coin is an issue that Gaiseric struck in the name of 
Valentinian. The absence of any of the the other types of the Dominis Nostris coinage with the name of Valentinian lends doubt to such an 
attribution. A final suggestion would be that this is a heretofore unknown issue of Valentinian III that served as the prototype for this particular 
type in the Dominis Nostris coinage.

After the death of Libius Severus, the western half of the Roman Empire was without an emperor for over a year. The power was wielded de 
facto by Ricimer, and Leo was either too busy or did not feel there was a need to nominate an emperor. Matters changed, however, probably as a 
result of a Vandal raid into Greece, and Leo designated Procopius Anthemius emperor of the western provinces to deal with the Vandal menace 
issuing from Africa under their king, Gaiseric. The expedition against Gaiseric was a total failure from the start due to the incompetence of 
the joint commander from the East, Leo’s brother-in-law Basiliscus. With the failure to defeat the Vandals and anti-Greek feelings in Rome, 
Anthemius was not well liked and eventually Olybrius, with the aid of Ricimer, usurped power. Anthemius was killed by the barbarian soldier 
Gundobald as he attempted to flee Rome.

The powerful personality of Irene had always overshadowed that of her son Constantine, and only an army mutiny had prevented her from 
taking power in 790. After a short period in exile, she returned to Constantinople, and began working at eliminating her enemies. As the 
coinage shows, she quickly relegated her son to second place. By 797 she had discredited Constantine to the point that she could have him 
deposed, blinded, and murdered with little outcry. In 802 Irene was also deposed after attempting to arrange a marriage between herself and 
Charlemagne.

This issue belongs to an extensive series of imitative solidi modeled on a short-lived issue struck under Louis the Pious between 814 and 818 
at the Carolingian capital of Aachen (see Grierson, Gold, Plate 1, 4). Studies of coin finds have shown that these imitations were struck in 
Frisia between circa AD 830-900, and circulated throughout the North Sea region. Although all of the imitations are quite rare today, Grierson 
classified 29 different types, suggesting the output was quite extensive. Type Ii, to which the present coin belongs, represents the earliest of 
these imitative solidi. This type faithfully (and finely) copied the prototype’s design. Two findspots are known for the recorded examples of 
Type li: a single find in northern Scotland, and two examples in the 1834 Hgn Find in Norway. The H¢gn Find is particularly important in 
analyzing this issue. In addition to these imitative solidi, the find includes several Frankish deniers and one Anglo-Saxon penny, as well as 
several Abbasid dinars and one dirhem. Of the 20 coins contained in the find, 16 were gold. This composition is typical of North Sea finds in 
this period that have been connected to trade associated with the Vikings. Moreover, all of these coins were mounted for jewelry, and a couple 
of the mounts display a distinctly Viking style of execution. 


Frisia (the northern European coast from the Netherlands to Denmark) was an important trading center for the North Sea area. A large portion 
of the region had been conquered by the Franks under Charles Martel and Charlemagne. Later, it became an area of contention between the 
Carolingians and the Vikings, who had begun to occupy Frisia in the 840s. One of these Vikings, Rorik of Dorestad, became the de facto ruler 
of parts of Frisia between 841 and 875. Within this territory was Dorestad, one of the economic hubs for northern Europe and an important 
regional mint for the Carolingians. This city’s economic importance and the presence of a mint there has led to the suggestion that some of 
the official solidi of Louis the Pious may have been struck there (Grierson, Gold, p.5), and that the city was, more than likely, the mint for 
the imitative issues. Since the Carolingians had practically no access to sources of gold (Grierson, op. cit.), the gold used for striking these 
imitative coins probably came into the mint from the Vikings, who had access to relatively large sources of gold from their Eastern trade. 


The Carolingians had little need for a gold coinage within their kingdom. However, gold was a principal medium of trade within the Viking 
sphere of the North Sea, and Frisia was the primary trade conduit from the Carolingian realm into that region. In these circumstances, there 
was an apparent need for a gold coinage for the trade conducted from Frisia, and the only recent Carolingian prototype was the small issue of 
Louis the Pious from Aachen. It is unknown why a new type was not conceived for this trade; perhaps the majority of the official gold found its 
way into the northern trade and was a recognized, accepted type. Regardless, these imitative solidi apparently formed an essential Carolingian 
gold coinage that was needed for trade with the Vikings on the North Sea.

This is the sole silver coin type bearing the name of Chingiz Khan. It was apparently a long-lived issue, evidenced by a declining silver quality, 
from fine silver to nearly bronze. Good silver issues, as the present coin, are fairly rare. The obverse has the titles and name of Chingiz, while 
the reverse has the name and title of the reigning Abbasid caliph. The striking date of this issue is based on SICA 9, with the commentary that 
these coins are “believed to have been struck at Ghazna during the Mongol pursuit of Jalal al-Din Khwarizmshah in [AH] 617-618.”

The Hutzong Hoard: An Undisturbed Deposit of 8000 Coins 


1814. CHINA, Northern Song Dynasty. Hoard of approx. eight-thousand (8000) AE Cash, in ceramic vessel. Early 12th 
century AD.

Types include Song Yuan Tong Bao (Hartill 16.16 - the inaugural issue of the dynasty), Zhi Dao Yuan Bao (Hartill 16.42) 
and, Yuan Feng Tong Bao (Hartill 16.210). Most issues of the dynasty should be present, undoubtedly including a few rarer 
ones, as well as a handful of earlier issues.

The Song dynasty is considered by many to be a high point in Chinese history and culture. Rising from the fragmented Ten Kingdoms in 960, 
the early Song emperors revived the country from the deprivations caused by the decline of the Tang. The new emperor relaxed economic 
controls to create a population boom, which was successfully managed by increases in agricultural yields that were not possible in the military 
climate of the previous period. This growth led to a general flowering of culture, and the arts and sciences both flourished under the Song. 
Major innovations of the era include the earliest military uses of gunpowder and the further development of both the magnetic compass and 
moveable type printing. The population increase also led to an increase in the size and prestige of the Confucian bureaucracy. These scholars 
pondered the past in their spare time, pioneering the field of archaeology, with many becoming antiquarians and coin collectors. Some of the 
earliest numismatic books were produced in China at this time. 


This renaissance was reflected in the coinage as well. Song mints produced enormous quantities of cash, as many as 800,000 strings per year 
(Hartill p. 125) at some mints. With an average of a thousand cash per string, one mint would have produced as many as 800 million cash. 
These cash even circulated beyond the borders, becoming the de facto trade currency of East Asia and inspiring copies to be made as late as the 
18th century in Japan. The system of bronze cash was also supplemented by iron coins in the northern, copper-poor provinces, and by paper 
money, to ease the burden of carrying the aforementioned iron coins. 


Unfortunately, mounting external and internal pressure eventually began to disrupt the Song. These problems came to a head when, in 1127, the 
nomadic Jin attacked from the north. In the chaos of the invasion, the philosopher-emperor Huizong abdicated to his son. Both were captured 
and demoted by the conquerors. Yet the majority of the court managed to flee from the capital of Kaifeng, and consolidated their hold south 
of the Huai River. It was during this time of chaos and conquest that this hoard was undoubtedly deposited. Both the Song and the Jin were 
eliminated when Khublai Khan conquered China in 1279.

The union of Maria, the daughter of Charles the Bold and Duchess of Burgundy, with Maximilian, the son of the Holy Roman Emperor, 
Frederick II, and future Holy Roman Emperor himself, was the result of much political intrigue and resulted in the establishment of the 
Habsburgs as the preeminent political family in Europe. The untimely death of Charles the Bold in early 1477 left his ninteen-year-old 
daughter, Maria, the heiress of the sizable and far-reaching Duchy of Burgundy. Hoping to make inroads into the Burgundian Netherlands, 
Louis XI of France claimed the entire duchy on the grounds of the old Salic Law, which excluding females from the inheritance of a throne 
or fief. He proposed that Maria be betrothed to the Dauphin, an arrangement which Maria rejected. Advised by her step-mother, Margaret of 
York, the sister of both Edward IV and Richard III, Maria appealed to the Netherlands for assistance. In return, she was compelled to grant 
a number of concessions. Following her “Joyous Entry” into Ghent in February 1477, Maria signed the Great Privilege, a document laying 
out these concessions and one of the first steps on the road to Dutch independence. In the meantime, the Holy Roman Emperor, Frederick III, 
had begun proposing his son, Maximilian, as a possible suitor. Not wanting to ally herself with the French, Maria accepted Maximilian as her 
choice, marrying him in August 1477. Maximilian proved an effective husband and political ally. He stabilized the situation in the Netherlands, 
creating a bond between the Habsburgs and the populace. In addition, the son of Maximilian and Maria, Philip the Handsome, would marry 
Juana, the daughter of Ferdinand and Isabella of Spain. Their son, Charles (who was born in Ghent), would succeed Ferdinand as King of Spain 
in 1506, an Maximilian in 1519 as Holy Roman Emperor.

First described in the Noctes Atticae of Aulus Gellius (5.14), Androcles was a slave in the Roman Empire during the first century AD, who 
sought shelter in a cave inhabited by a wounded lion. After removing a thorn from the ailing lion’s foot, the lion recovered and became tame 
toward Androcles. Years later, when he returned to civilization, Androcles was captured and imprisoned as a fugitive slave and sent to the 
Circus Maximus to be publicly devoured by wild animals. The animal which Androcles encountered, however, was his befriended lion and, 
upon recognizing him, the lion crouched down and spared him. As a result, Androcles was pardoned and freed along with his lion. The tale 
survived throughout antiquity, with minor details being changed, but the overall message of the tale remained.

Prior to the discovery of this coin the only recorded specimen was the Lockett piece, illustrated in the catalogue of the October 1956 sale of 
his collection. This coin was subsequently acquired by the dealers, B. A. Seaby Ltd. On the weekend of 10-11 February 1962, a daring robbery 
took place at the Seaby offices at 65 Great Portland Street, London. Later known as the “Brisbane Raid”, the target of the robbery was gold 
bullion, but many numismatic treasures were taken as well--and subsequently melted down. Among these items was the highly important 
Peninsular War Gold Cross and other medals and decorations which were awarded to Major-General Thomas Makdougall Brisbane, from 
whom the capital city of Queensland, Australia, takes its name. The Lockett Richard III Penny, which, at the time, had a staggering asking price 
of £100, was among the items stolen, has never been seen or recovered since. To this day the reward remains unclaimed. The coin offered here 
is therefore the only example available to own lawfully and is perhaps the only specimen now extant. Full details of the items stolen can be 
found in the April edition of the Seaby Coin and Medal Bulletin of 1962, where a reward of £2000 was offered for their safe return.

By the time of Henry’s death, the silver coinage in Ireland (as well as in England) had become so 
debased that the country was in a state of financial ruin. Officials and soldiers found that their pay, made in these base issues, was insufficient 
to keep up with inflation. The intrinsic value of earlier issues became increasingly more important than its notional value. Payment was now 
expected in salfds or croise caoile — the sterling profile groats of Henry VII and Henry VIII, or the Anglo-Irish coinage of the 1480s and 1490s 
— or the “dominick grotes” — those early Harp issues which, like this coin, bore the title DOmInVS in the reverse legend. It is possible, then, 
that this countermark was applied as a mark denoting such good metal issues.

This rare medal has for some time been attributed to the Stadt of Liibeck in Germany, as a Breiter doppelter Schautaler (broad double 
‘commemorative’ thaler), and the work of an unknown engraver. Bearing neither date nor indication of intended region or audience, this 
placement seems highly speculative at best. An alternative attribution, however, has recently come to light in the form of a rediscovered article 
from the October 1823 issue of The Gentleman’s Magazine, pointing toward a possible British theme. 


On 6 June 1779, a small hoard of gold and silver coins from the reigns of Elizabeth I-Charles I were discovered in and around the moat at 
Bossal House. Included with these coins was a large silver medal, the same type as the above lot. The tradition was that Sir Robert Belt, a 
former resident at Bossal, had hidden a large sum of treasure around the estate during the English Civil War. As he died before the restoration 
of the monarchy, not all of these deposits were recovered at that time, as evidenced by this small hoard unearthed over 100 years later. 


The article continues with an argument by John Wilson, Esq., on the allegorical arrangement of the medal. The obverse clearly features Jesus 
Christ between a couple to be married, whose attire reveals only that it is late medieval, and nothing further. He proposed that the couple is in 
fact James and Anne of Denmark, with the elements surrounding them as indicative of this attribution. As such, Wilson viewed the medal more 
as symbolic than historic in nature—a celebration by the Anglican Church over James’s espousal of it over the expectations of the Catholic or 
Presbyterian Churches. Rather than strictly being Anne, the pregnant matron (as Anne was not actually carrying the future King Charles I at 
the time) also signifies the Anglican Church, while the palm frond which she holds represents her victory over her adversaries (Catholicism 
and Prebyterianism). The owl and the pigeon to the right are emblematic of the union of Wisdom and Innocence. The figures praying in the 
background to the right appear as imprecating Divine Vengeance upon the union. The tree to the left is that of an oak, representative of James’s 
strength and steadfastness. The structure in the background to the left is a church, but, lacking a crucifix, is thereby distinguished as Protestant 
rather than Catholic. Finally, the two flowers at their feet are roses, symbolizing the union of England and Denmark (obviously not at the time 
of their marriage, however, as James’s accession to the English throne would not be for another 14 years). 


Though this medal is particularly rare, a similar type (attributed to Liibeck, Behrens 727) is much more common, and does have a distinctly 
German style to it—the most obvious being the German legend on the reverse —as it features engraving similar to other taler and doppeltaler 
pieces from that time and area. It is possible, therefore, that the piece above served as a prototype for the German Hochzeittaler (wedding 
taler) from the mid 17th century, as the former shares much stylistically with other Dutch medals from the late 16th and early 17th centuries, a 
number of which did commemorate events important to British history. Additionally, the gold version from the Sotheby’s sale was clearly not 
intended as an off-metal strike, as the dies were different from this piece. Therefore, it would appear that two distinct versions were created, 
in gold and silver, unlike their German counterparts, which are found only in silver. For these reasons, the attribution to a German origin seem 
highly suspect, pointing more toward Dutch manufacture and a possible English connection. 


A final point which cannot be overlooked is the obverse legend of this medal. In context with a marriage scene, it would appear most 
appropriate; however, a further connection to England, and more specifically, James I himself, would be the similarity to the reverse legend 
commonly found on the second and third coinages of his reign: OVA’ DEVS CONIVNXIT NEMO SEPARET — a legend otherwise used only 
on a few Scottish issues from the mid 16th century. In any event, this medal is undoubtedly rare and worthy of further scholarship due to its 
artistry and intrinsic design elements.

They 
then tried to burn the image as a whole, but the flames would not catch. Finally, the frustrated fishermen threw the statue back to sea. It was 
only when it was caught in their nets a second time that the sacredness of the object was realized. 


The cult image makes its first appearance on the coinage of Ainos around the mid 5th century (May group XV) as a subsidiary symbol. It stands 
as the principal reverse type for 4th century drachms and a unique gold piece of uncertain date (May B AV = BMC 1). 


The weight of 128g would put the piece around five ounces, with the |’ presumably standing for penta.

Their calendars and notations for numbers varied among cities and even 
over time in the same city. As expected, they sometimes made mistakes when switching to different kinds of numbers. 


Starting with the first dated coin struck by Zankle, Sicily in 494/493 BC, this book lists all coins displaying annual or monthly dates expressed in num- 
bers or words. Nearly 100 issuing states or authorities are represented. The catalog describes more than 900 different type coins struck in gold, silver 
and bronze, exceeding 6,000 different dated coins, dozens of which are cited in no other catalog. It corrects the misreading of numerals in dates from 
earlier references on Ptolemaic Egypt and Alexandrian Sidon using Greek numbers, and early Tyre dated with Phoenician numbers. It also updates the 
BC dating of coins, such as those from Cappadocia, Cyprus, and Elymais, according to current research. Newly reported dates including photographs 
for the shekels and half shekels of Tyre are extensive. The catalog and a brief history of numbers draw on nearly 400 numismatic, history and science 
books and journals, more than a thousand coin auction catalogs, hundreds of Internet sales sites and the author’s collection.
